1) ...our reaction is to labor and be busy about the father's 
buisness. 


2) 1 Corinthians 15:58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
stedfast, unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasnnuch as ye know that your labour is not in vain in the 
Lord. 


3) ...inspection. "I spit shined everything I could get my hands on 
and ironed everything that would lie still! 
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1) Matthew 25:31 When the Son of man shall come in his glory, 
and all the holy angels with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: Acts 1:11 Which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into heaven. 1 Thessalonians 
4:16 For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 2 Thessalonians 1:7- 
10 And to you who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with his mighty angels. In 
flaming fire taking vengeance on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall be 
punished with everlasting destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his power; When he shall come to be 
glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all them that believe 
(because our testimony among you was believed) in that day. 
Revelation 1:7 Behold, he cometh with clouds; and every ey^ 
shall see him, and they also which pierced him: and all kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of him. Even so. Amen.
